Daughter of ‘North Carolina Judge. 

Marion Draughn is the daughter of 
the late Judge Thomas Settle, of North 
Carolina. She took her present name 
when she wént on the stage as a play- 
er of thinking parts in the late Augus- 
tin Daly’s company in New York. 
Young, well educated, refined, beauti- 
ful in face and figure, she quickly got 
on. When she first came to London, 
something like three years ago, her 
Salary was only $10 a week, out it 
rose until last year she had an offer 
of $150 a week for two years. * 

It was while playing in “The Country 
Girl,” at Daly’s theater, in London, that 
Miss Draughn met Heinrich Thyssen, 
Tumpty No. |. Mr. Thyssen is 31, a 
well-built, handsomé German with blue 
eyes and blond hair and moustache. 
His father is Germany’s second Krupp. 
a great iron-master, employing 9,000 
hands and being a multi-millionaire. 
Heinrich Thyssen was sent to London 
to learn the English language and 
English business methods. Beyond a 
few days spent in his father’s London 


office, however, he did not bother 
about business but became a fashin- 
able man about town. He lived in ex- 
pensive chambers in Park. Place, May- 
fair, and belonged to the exclusive St. 
James Club. His annual. allowance 
from his father is $25,000. 

Just about this date three years ago, 
he say Tumpty No! 2 for the first time. 
A party of young bloods were going to 
a ball given by the Hon. Lionel Roths- 
child, of the great banking firm. They 
had dinner together and then filled in 
the time by going to Daly’s theater. 
From a box Thyssen’: saw Marion 
Draughn. As he confessed at the trial 
he marked her down as his prey. Th 
beauty, the vivaciousness of the young 
American girl attracted him.

Miss Draughn showed thm to 
the other giris at the theater and was 
dared by them to face her admirer. 

Curiosity overcame her pride, perhaps, 
for she one day wrote asking him to 
tea at her clitb, the New Victoria, on 
Sackville street, Mayfair. She fell in 
Icve with the handsome young German 
at sight.. He was a prince charming, in 
looks,“in manner, in speech. According 
tg her statement on the stand, he de. 
clared. he,adored her and asked her to 
marry him. She went to suppers with 
him at the Savoy after the theater; to 
tea at fashionable tea rooms. He drove 
her about in his private hansom and 
his motor, car. He went shopping with 
her, bought her a $450 sable boa and 
gave her $500 or $600 more with which 
to buy other presents. 

He Allowed Her $3,800 a Year. 

Then—according to her story—she de- 
cided to accept him. Thyssen explained 
(that it would have to be a secret mar- 
| riage as his father would cut him off 
with a copper if he married without 
permission, and that the stern parent 
would never agree to his marrying an 
actress.

Aceording to Miss 'Draughn, the reason 
Thyssen kept iputting off their mar- 
riage was because of his fear of his 
father. His mother, he told her, had 
been divorced from his father. She mar- 
ried the corespondent, who later also 
divorced her. She was then * divorced 
several times till her sons grew up and 
stopped it. Thyssen, Miss Draughn de- 
clared, begged for her love and her con- 
sent to become his wife—many times on 
his knees, and wept profusely as he re- 
cited his prayer: 

Thyssen’s confessions on the stand were 
not edifying. He admitted that he was 
the aggressor. In answer to the plain 
question, “Did you mark this lady down 
so that you might get her to give herself 
up to your passion as your mistress?’

It Is (Now Known That: the Sailors 
of the Ill-Fated Frerich Boat 
Fought. Desperately Be- | 
fore Being Drowned.

Paris, December !.—It. is known that 
the men of the ill-fated submarine Lutin 
fought desperately for their lives before 
being drowned. 

The commission of inquiry has, recon- 


stituted the last moments of the vessel |: 


and its crew, and the story-is told in ali 
its dramatic horror in a telegram which 
the ‘‘Petit Parisien’ will publish tomor- 
row from.its Tunis correspondent, 

It will be remembered that the sub- 
marine went out in rough weather, and 
was followed by the tug Iskeul, After 
three dives Captain Feboux signaled to 
the tug that he was about to drop forty- 
eight feet for a fourth dive. 

The water ballast was taken on board 
and the submarine disappeared in the 
waves. When it had arrived at a depth 
of forty-eight feet (as the manometer 
showed him), the captain ordered the 
valve to be shut. The sailor whose duty 
it was did so, but when the valve was 
two-thirds shut the sluice stopped, and 
the sailor, thinking it was closed, left it. 

Open Valve. 

The captain then ordered water to be 
pumped out, and his’ orders to that ef- 
fect are noted on the log. But the valve 
Was open, and the water continued fo 
pour in and the submarine to sink 
deeper. ‘ 

Then the turbine was set working, Dut 
under the pressure of the water six 
holes were torn in the sides of the Lutin, 
the accumulators were paralyzed, and 
the wretched sailors worked feverishly 
in an inky darkness, broken now and 
again by a ‘flash, as one short circuit 
after anotlrer occurred, 

In the dark the men felt their way to 
the compartment forward, for the tur- 
bine in the stern coulg not hold its Own 
against the inrush of water, They réeach- 
ed the forward compartment, closed the 
partition, and fought. feverishly for life. 

Then the lead weights in the fore part 
were set free, and’ the Lutin made a 
sudden leap above the surface of the 
water. The sailors on board the Iskeul 
saw her leap out of the water, prow Up- 
wards, like a dolphin at play, and plunge 
down again for the last time. 


Desperate Crew. 

The sailors on board the fated ship 
tore their shirts and clothes, ang im 
their frantic fight for life tried to stop 
all openings until the Iskeul could bring 
help. 4 

sagt exactly half-past ten when the 
water stopped the clock in the stern. 
The clock in the tower stopped at 11:25. 
For nearly an hour the, foltirteen Sailors 
must have waited for the help that aid 
not come, and then they made one last 
desperate bid for safety. They opened 
the hood (capot), ‘but the water rushed in 
like a mill sluice, and ah was over. 

The cause of the disaster is believed, 
as I telegraphed you some weeks ago, 
to have been a little stene the sige of a 
walnut, wnich became fixed in the valve 
and prevented it from closing properly.

.... -the.great Pacific ocean, .1,200 miles 
distant from the nearest point of Jand, 
there is a little eolony of thirty-nine soul* 
who for a period of six months at a 
time live absolutely to themselves save 
for the news of the great events of the 


world ticked off to them by the cable of 
the Postal Telegraph Cable Company, 
which maintains a supply and relay sta- 
tion in this little world. 

Reminds you of the days when you 
read “Robinson Cruesoe’”” and ‘Swiss 
Family Robinson,” doesn’t it? 

Yet this is no fiction, for the island re- 
ferred to is Midway island, lying 1,200 
miles northwest o fHonotulu, Hawaian 
islands, and 50 miles distant from the 
outer cirovit of steamships and other 
craft plying between San Francisco and 
the Far Bast. 

On this island, whic, is but one and 
one-half miles in length and three-fourths 
of a mile in breadth, surrounded by a 
coral reef which prevents entrance of a 
vessel of any draft deeper than that of 
a cat boat or a whale boat, the colony of 
thirty-nine souls live to themselvés, apart 
from the great world, unburdened by its 
cares and troubles, except that gossip is 
furnished by the cable.

Andrew Carnegie Maks Liberal 
Donation to the Carnegie 
Library, 


TWO SRANCEES PLANNED 
BY MISS ANNE WALLACE 


She Fcund Mr. Carnegie Very Kind- 
ly Disposed to Atlanta, Recalling 
With Pleasure His Recent 
Visit to the City—Start 
Work Next Year, 


Miss Anné@ Wallace, librarian of the 
| Carnegie Library, has just returned from 
the east, where she went to inspect the 
branch library systems. of New York, 
Brooklyn and Philadelphia. 

Being convinced that the livrary work 
in Atlanta could be extended by build- 
ing branch libraries in the suburbs, she 
presented the matter to Mr. Carnegie, 
and he agreed to give $15,000 apiece for 
two branch libraries, one of which will 
be located out Marietta street, and the 
second will be on the southside, near 
the territory covered by the Crew. Fra- 
ser and Formwalt street public schools. 

In speaking of her recent ‘visit Miss 
Wallace said: “I found Mr. Carnegie 
‘very kindly disposed to the city of At- 
lanta. He recalled with pleasure his 
visit here last April, and was thorough- 
ly conversant..with the’ work of the’ l- 
brary and’ the training school. 

“By this last gift of $30,000 Mr. Car- 
negie ‘has made it possible for’ the’ city 
of Atlanta to establish a system ‘of 
branch libraries, which, in my ©pjjion, 
is the best feature’ of the work. Hach 
branch library becomes a unit in the 
development .of the educational life of 
the city, and is narticularly convenient 
for women and children. whé> cannot 
go down inte the city to the mafh l- 
brary. 

“In building the first branch, way out 
Marietta street, ‘we fee] that we will 
reach a number of people who do not 
use the present building. It may he de- 
sirable to include a small auditorium in 
this branch, which will serve for neigh- 


borhood meetings, and which can be 
used for illustrated lectures and stere- 
opticon views, 


“Ample wash rooms and lunch rooms 
will be provided and the main library 
room will present a cozy, homelike ap- 
pearance, which it is impossible to se- 
cure in a large public library. 


Fine Collection of Books. 

“A suitable collection of books and 
magazines will be selected and placed 
on open shelves and any one who is 
familiar with the work being done with 
the branch libraries in other cities will 
welcome this new feature of the Carne- 
gie Library of Atlanta. 

“The public brary has been very 
properly called ‘the people's. university,’ 
and it has been demonstrated that the 
best way to reach the people is by means 
of the branch library, which actually 
carries books to the very doors of a 
neighborhood. 

“Special attention will be given to in- 
teresting the young people of the com- 
munity in the branch library, and by 
providing instructive and recreative read- 
ing to help in the development of the 
coming citizens of Atlanta. 

“I hope to see both branch libraries 
built and in operation during the com- 
ing year.”

the Carters. : 


Attorney Cooper says the mental strain 
involved in eighteen months’ incarcera- 
tion in prison, has added to his derange- 
ment of mind, and that he is no longer 
responsible. It is also urged that he 
ought not to be hanged on the wuncor- 
roborated evidence of the negro. It is 
also set forth that he in no wise sought 
the death of the Carter children, and 
that his vengeance was aimed alone at 
old man Carter. 


Along with the petition for commuta- 
tion Attorney Cooper filed also a petition 
for respite for the old man until the 
case can be thoroughly considered. 


Rawlings Writes Letter.

The limb was not properly set, 
and was slow in healing. However, Doug- 
lass played on the team last year, and 
made the Navy's touchdown against the 
army. 


“This year he had further trouble with' 


the injured leg, and was able to join the 
eleven only a few weeks ago. He was 
the star of the Middies in the game 
against Swarthmore. 

“Douglass is also a fine baseball 
pitcher, and is expected to do the great- 
est part of the work in that line next 
spring. He has recently broken the acade- 
my record for all-around strength by 
over 200 pounds. He is 2! years of age, 
weighs 175 pounds and is 6 feet in height. 
Hie is of the rangy type of athletes.

In the winter of 1810 we find Mrs. 
Poe—a widow for the second time— 
acting in Richmond and other parts 
of Virginia. She continued to per- 
form until within a few weeks of her 
death, which occurred tn Richmond on 
December 8 I8!!. She died in the 
deepest poverty and distress, leaving 
three small children—of whom Edgar 
Allen was the second child—to whose 
aid the other actors would undoubted- 
ly have come but for the awful catas- 
itrophe which occurred on the Christ- 
imas night following, whereby the 
‘theater at Richmond was destroyed by

So fond was: Poe-of the 
south that Professor George E. Wood- 
Jerry says that In the case of southern 
writers he sometimes indulged in so 
audatory a strain as to be guilty of 
beurdity. 

Poe at this time was thrown much 
ito the society of cultivated southern 
‘romen, in which he at ajl times de- 
ghted. That the pleasure was mutual 
4 attested on all sides. Professor Wood- 
erry, by no means the most fair and 
ne of the least kindly of the biograph- 
rs of Poe, whose character he is tem- 
eramentaliy unfitted to understand, 
‘ays that upon women, especially in his 
ast years, Poe’s voice and look had a 
nagical power, although this was prob- 
ibly only the extraordinary charm 
peculiar to the Virginia society in which 
he was bred; and on hie side Poe had 
long indulged a habit of idealizing ‘wo- 
men and worshiping them in secret. Yet 
while the society of refined women was. 
ibsolutely essential to him, and, while 
he knew that in a second marriage lay 
his only salvation, yet it is obvious, as 
Mrs. Osgood—to whom he had paid his 
addresses—said, that his wife, Virginia. 
“wag the only woman whom he ever 
truly leved.”’ 

On September (18 Poe wrote from 
Richmond to his mother in law that he 
had arrived there from Norfolk the 
night before, and adds: “I lectured at 
Norfolk on Monday’ and cleared enough 
to settle my bill here at the Madison 
house, with $2 oyer. I had a highly 
fashionable audience, but Norfolk is a 
small place, and there were two exhibi- 
tions the same night.”” He adds: “The 
papers here are praising me to death.”’ 

The Southern Argus, publishe? at Nor- 
folk, Va., on Monday, September !/7, 
1849, at the top of the first column of 

“Mr. Poe's lecture on Friday evening 
ed credit upon the distinguished author. 
Chaste and classic in its style of com- 
position, smooth and graceful in its de- 
livery, it had the happiest effect upon 
the fashionable audience, who mani- 
fested their appreciation by the pro- 
foundest attention. His recitations were 
exquisite and elicited the warmest ad- 
miration. For about an hour every pone 
present seemed charmed and delighted 
with the rich intellectual entertainment 
efforded them by Mr. Poe’s disquisition 
on ‘The Poetic Principle,’ and our Only 
regret arose from the fact that there 
were so few to partake of it.”: 

Poe must have been in an absent 
frame of mind when he wrote to Mrs. 
Clem that he lectured in Norfolk on 
Monday, for it was on Friday, Septem- 
her 14, 1849, that he did so. The 
southern Argus of that date printed on 
its editorial page the following para- 
graph: ' 

‘‘Don’t forget the lecture of Mr. Poe 
tonight at the academy. Norfolk has 
frequently been taunted for the want of 
her -literary taste, but we hope our 
citizens will, upon the present occasion, 
vindicate themselves against such an 
imputation.’’
